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In the Hay Field. 


The work of harvesting the hay crop is now in progress, 


and the processes employed bring forcibly to Ihe minds of 
men more or less advanced in years Ihe remarkable changes 
that have taken place in Ihe methods of farm work as well as 
other things since the lime when (hey were boys. 


What may properly be called the present generation cannot 


remember when there were no mowing machins, tedders and 
horserakes, but there are men living who can recall the days 
when all the work in the hay field was done by hand, and, bard 
as it would seem to do the work thai way now, the memory is 
not altogether unpleasant. 


There were joys in the hay field in Ihe old days. 
Brawny 


men went forth lo the fields in Ihe early morning with their 
freshly sharpened scythes and swung into the dewy grass with 
vigor, it being the pride of every man to be able to keep up 
with the procession. Where haying was to be done on a large 
scale more men were needed than now, and any one not able 
lo "keep his end up,'" as they used to say, was the laughing- 
stock of the force. Mowing in those days was considered al- 
most an arl on the farm, and the man who could turn Ihe wid- 
est and smoothest swath and do it Ihe quickest was distin- 
guished among his fellows. The click of the whetstones as the 
scythes were sharpened made sweet music on the summer air, 
and the gurgling of'Ihe jug when the "refreshment corner" 
was reached" carried cheer lo Ihe heart and satisfaction lo Ihe 
stomach. 
Later in the day the hay was raked by band and 


drawn, in many cases, on ox carls to the barns, pitched lo (he 
mows by hand and leveled and trod down by The men there 
to receive it. 


Today haying is done almost entirely by machinery. The 


grass is cut with a machine, shaken up for drying with a ma- 
chine, hauled together with a self-dumping rake on which Ihe 
driver rides—in some cases il is loaded upon Ihe wagons with 
a machine—and in all cases where the work is conducted on 
any considerable scale Ihe hay is elevated lo the mows with a 
horse-power fork, 
The work of housing Ihe hay crop is done 


far easier and more quickly than in (he old clays, to which, 
with all their pleasant associations, none would willingly re- 
turn.
